Besides the 
land, valued at $10,000,000, the 
Court ordered the company to pay 
the Government $6,164,102.42 as 
damages inflicted by years of oil 
drilling there. 

The Government had asked $7,- 


$18,868.63, in addition to the title, 
but Judge Yankwich held the com- 
pany was entitled to a credit of 
$1,654,766,21 for paying taxes and 
other expenses incidental to opera- 
tion. 

Company officials anriounced the 
detision would be appealed’ as “an- 
other step in a case which has been 
pending for more than 20 years in 
the Department of the Interior and 
the courts.” 

The case was decided on« single | to 
issue—whether the land was known 
to be mineral-bearing when it was 
surveyed in 1003 before it was 
turned over cbnditionally by the 
Government to the State as school 


Mineral Lands ‘Excepted. 

An act of Congress in 1853, when 
virtually all of the State was pub- 
lic domain, gave every sixteenth 
and thirty-sixth section of land in 
California to the State for school 
purposes, with the proviso that 
there should be no transfer of title 
in cases where the areas were 
known to be minéral-bearing at the 
time of survey. 

The Government contended this 
particular Section 36 was known at 
the time of the survey to be min- 
eral bearing. The company argued 
to the contrary. 

Upholding the Government, Judge 
Yankwich said he found a State 
law passed in 1897 warning survey- 
ors against approving purchases of 
mineral-bearing agricultural land. 
He also said the State Legislature 
in 1901 asked the Secretary of the 
Interior to investigate possible 
fraud where mineral properties 
were being entered as agricultural 


ds. 

The Section 36 involved in the 
Elk Hills suit went into private 
hands when. the State began. sell- 
ing’ school land to settlers. Stand- 
ard Oil bought it piecemeal from 
the settlers in 1909 and thereafter. 
| The company asserted it was not 
until.1911 that oil was.found “with- 
in many miles of Section 36.” 


A. B. Fall Case Recalled. 


When Elk Gills was first be- 
lieved to be a. potentially rich oil 
field, the Government retained oth- 
er public domain sections therein 
as a naval petroleuni reserve, which 
eventually figured in the leasing 
scandal cerftering about. former In- 
terior Secretary Albert B. Fall. 

In 1914, the Government’s Gen- 
eral Land Office started a move to 
reclaim Section 36 but Fall dis- 
missed the proceedings without de- 
termining the title on the mineral- 
bearing issue. A second attempt 
was made and Secretary Ickes in 
1935 held in favor of the Govern- 
ment. 

Standard Oil resisted the Ickes 
finding and the Government went 
to court, hiring former Associate 
Justice John W. Preston of the 
California Supreme Court to prose- 
cute the case. Preston resigned 
from the bench to take the job. 
Section 36 has been a_ prolific 
producer, Standard Oil Co. having 
drilled about 40 wells on it. In- 
cluded were those on a parcel ac- 
ac-| quired by Frank J. Carman of El 
Paso, Tex., who instead of selling 
out, made a royalty. agreement 
with the company.

On one occasion, he said, he ped- 
dled groceries at the Weber: home 
when he couldn't get a job‘in the 
mines, and. Mrs. Weber purchased 
some. 

Fancher, like the defendants An-

BURKE TALKS ABOUT

Nebraskan Recalls Report Pres- 
ident.

KILL DOMINICANS 
IN BORDER RAID 


‘Lares’ Nectar’ Reported

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Dominican 
Republic, Dec. 4—A Government 
announcement said today a band of 
Haitian farmers, armed with mach- 
etes, had attacked a Dominican 
frontier community and killed or 
wounded “a large number” of Do- 
minicans. 

“The Secretary of Interior and po- 
lice said the attack occurred in the 
town of Capotillo, near the border 
Dominican Province of 
Monte Cristi, when 30 Haitian 
farmers made a surprise raid. 
After the attack, the Secretary 
declared, the raiders carried off 


‘ivestock and farm produce. 


This was the first border clash of- 
ficially reported at Ciudad Trujillo, 
but Haitian officials said last month 
that between 3000. and 5000 Haitians 
had been killed by Dominican armed 
forces «in troubles arising from 
wholesale expulsion of Haitian 
workers from the Dominican Re- 
public. 

Dominican . officials admitted 
there had been clashes, but said 
the Haitian reports were “fantastic.” 
They said the incidents constituted 
no menace to friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries, occupy- 
ing the same West Indian Island. 

The Dominican State Department 
admitted the Dominican Consul 
in Cap Haitien had been withdrawn 
because of the occurrences. 

Andres Pastoriza, Dominican Min- 
ister to the United States, charged 
the border troubles were exaggerat- 
ed by “political enemies” of Prest- 
dent Vincent of Haiti and President 
Trujillo of the Dominican Republic 
to create tension between the two 
countries and embarrassment for 
their respective administrations. 

Discussions have been proceed- 
ing in Washington through diplo- 
matic channels, looking toward 
eventual settlement of the con- 
troversy. Conferences have been 
held by representatives of the two 
West Indies republics and the Unit- 
ed States, Mexico and Cuba, The 
latter three countries tendered their 
good offices for mediation,

Time for the special tax election 
oa pee Pe eee Soe oe 
permanent registration law — 
not been fixed by the board, but 
early April has been suggested. 
Under the State Constitution, the 
maximum school tax rate here is 
60 cents on the $100 valuation, 
unless the voters authorize a higher 
rate, up to $1.- The difference in 
yield between a 60-cent rate and 
an 85-cent rate exceeds $2,500,000 
annually, on nearly a quarter of the 
budget. 

The law permitting the tax elec- 
tion to be held every four years, 
instead of annually, has been ef- 
fective since 1922, Except for three 
years when there were small re- 
ductions, the board has fixed the

H. B. Wallace Says He Would 
Rather Deal With Plant 
“Union Than A. F. L. 


Harry B. Wallace, president of 


the Cupples Co., testifying yeater- |, 
day before’a National Labor Re-| 


lations Board trial examiner, said 


he preferred to deal directly with 
his own employes rather than with 
outside negotiators because he felt 
an American Federation of Labor 
union would show no consideration 
for the company. 

Wherever A. F. of L. negotiators 
obtained contracts with other firms, 
‘they put in unreasonable hour -and 
wage provisions, and for that rea- 
son he expected similar treatment, 
Wallace deciared at the hearing in 
the Federal Building, denying that 
the company engaged in unfair la- 
bor practices in its match A soured 
at 101 West Cornelia stree 

“We have employes oho have 
been with us 10, 16 and 25 years,” 
he related. “We try to treat them 
as fairly as possible. Naturally we 
have a friendly feeling toward 
them. Since the Mutual Relations 
Association is made up only of our 
own employes, I’d much rather deal 
with them than with an outsider 
ignorant of conditions we have to 
face.” 

He hastened to ad4é that all em- 
ployes were treated without preju- 
dice regardless of their affiliation 
with the indepéndent union or with 
the Match Workers’ Federal Labor 
Union, an A. F. of L. unioh. 

The company was fearful that 
the A. F. of L. would disturb good 
relations between the firm and its 
employes, but did not fear the em- 
ployes’ association would be a dis- 
turbing factor, he asserted. 

Unexpectedly, Luther Ely Smith, 
attorney for the Cupples Co., asked 
Wallace how much business the 
firm did each year in dollars and 
cents. Wallace looked uncomfort- 
able, then replied to his: attorney, 
“We don’t usually give out such in- 
formation.” ~The reply evoked 
laughter in the hearing room, in 
which the witness joined. 

Directors of. the firm approved 
his labor policies, Wallace testified. 
The company recognized the Mu- 
tual Relations Association as bar- 
gaining agent for 400 production 
employes in a letter July 10 after 
the association informed Wallace it 
had 278 members. '

started in New York in 1936 by 


Engineers, Chemists and Tech- 
nicians, a C I O affiliate with 
about 8500 members. The objec- 
tive in this school, however, is 
more exclusively that of improve- 
ment in the technica’ status of 
members of the union. In a 40- 
page printed catalogue it is an- 
nounced that the school has room 
for 200 full-time students and 600 
part time. A department of phy- 
sics and chemistry offers basic 
courses in these sciences. Courses 
in mechanical engineering, civil 
engineering, electrical engineer- 
ing, chemical engineering, indus- 
trial design, architecture and city 
planning cover virtually every 
field of interest to members of 
the union; but also there is a 
social science department and 
courses in this department are re- 
quired for full-time students. The 
introduction of the catalogue 
states: : 

“In a society such as ours, 
where the work of the technician 
becomes progressively more 
specialized, his function must in- 
clude the promotion of social pro- 
ductivity (application. of knowl- 
edge to the needs of consumers) 
as well as the promotion of me- 
chanical productivity. To help 
clarify these relationships, to 
show the technician that he has 
a very definite function in pro- 
moting social and industrial ‘in- 
tegration, the school provides 
special studies as outlined in the 
social science group of courses.” 


C I O View on Education. 
There are other similar schools, 
many of them still in the begin- 
ning stage. The Committee for 
Industrial Organization has taken 
no action to foster workers’ edt- 
cation leaving it to affiliated 
unions to promote this activity if 
they so desired. Officials felt that

FTER the world’s unkindly verdict on 
Av conduct of the Italian forces fight- 

ing on the side of the Spanish rebels 
at Guadalajara, Popolo d'Italia, the news- 
paper founded by Premier Mussolini, be- 
gan to publish letters from Italian legion- 
naires in Spain.. The majority are. ad- 
dressed to the legionnaires’ mothers and 
mingle sentiments of extreme bellicosity 
with those of filial piety. 

Their purpose seems to be to restore 
Italy’s confidence in the valor of its vol- 
unteers and they appear under stirring 
headlines: “Pages of Faith,” “In the 
Name of Rome,” 
“Saviors and Civilizers,” ‘“‘Hearts that do 
not Tremble,”’ They are fine letters, and 
one is left at times With the suspicion that 
there is still enough illiteracy among Ital- 
ian peasants to lead them to put their cor- 
respondence into the hands of superior 
people more fitted to write letters which 
will please the newspapers as well as the 
mothers. : 

Franco Luconi is writing home: 

“Mamma dearest, everything is being 
cleared away for battle. Shining rifles, 
bright eyes, firm regard, high spirits, mus- 
cles of steel; behold! the. Legionnaire! The 
airplanes can be heard. ... Mamma, the 
action is near, it will be bloody and sud- 
den victory is certain, categorically cer- 
tain.”’ 

Severino Marconi is another example of 
how literary graces can flourish in a peas- 
ant from a remote village in the hills: 

“Your pride in me, O Father, is just 
and merited, for I have done my duty as 
a true Italian Fascist.

Millions Uprooted. 

Seldom before in’ China’s his- 
tory can there have been any- 
thing like the dislocation of pop- 
ulation which the present hostili- 
ties have caused. Millions of peo- 
ple have been uprooted. 

The future effect of these vast 
movements is difficuit to foretell, 
but it is bound to be very consid- 
erable. In the first place, ordi- 
nary Chinese men and women 
have become aware as never be- 
fore of a national emergency and 
its cause. Those who have had to 
fhove and those among whom they 
come are developing certain atti- 


hides toward Japan which it takes 


little imagination to understand. 
Secondly, national unity is be- 
ing extended and deepened by the 
common bond of suffering. 
@ In the third place, intellectual 
leaders are now going far inland 
as universities are transferred 
from the coastal towns to safer 
localities, and that may mean 
much both to them and to those 
among whom they take up their 
abode, perhaps for an extended 
period. The process of modern- 
ization is bound to be hastened, 
especially in Central and Western 
China. 


Material for Banditry. 
Meanwhile, however, many ref- 
ugees and those they leave behind 
are going to be homeless or unem- 
ployed and, it is to be feared, will 
provide first-class material for 
banditry unless some comprehen- 
sive scheme of work relief or land 
settlement is worked out. 
Some attempt is being ‘made to 
move Chinese industrial plants in- 
land, but this cannot be done fast 
enough to prevent tremendous 
destruction at the hands of Jap- 
anese. The economic situation 
will be further aggravated if mar- 
kets are disorganized and farmers 
plant less at a time when actually 
they should be planting more in 
view of the fact that imported 
foodstuffs cannot be brought in. 
Foreign. observers feel that 
there is a real danger of famine 
ahead, and that existing stocks of 
foodstuffs will need to be care- 
fully conserved and distributed. 
This situation is being faced by 
the Chinese as a whole in a way 
which is tremendously impressive. 
“Tt have never seen such grim de- 
termination among the Chinese 
people,” one veteran British mis- 


| sionary told me the other day. 


Backs to the Wall.

Evacuation of foreigners from 
Shanghai seems to have been 
urged by the British and American 
authorities in the fear of some 
Chinese uprising or of an attempt 
to murder us all. The _ self-cone 
trol and discipline of Chinese sol-« 
diers and civilians alike has made 
that fear seem rather foolish. 
Remarkable, too, has been the 
spirit of mutual helpfulness. While 
it is true that wealthy Chinese 
citizens have not always responde 
ed with alacrity to appeals for 
monetary assistance, Chinese pub- 
lic organizations of all kinds have 
given unstintingly of money and 
service. In many cases Chinese 
doctors and nurses have been giv- 
ing their services free. Teachers 
are carrying on their schools for 
half their salary or no salary at 
all. 

When bombs were dropped in 
one of the Shanghai International 
Settlement’s most crowded thor- 
oughfarés rickshaw coolies 
brought in wounded vietims toe 
the hospitals and went off, it is 
said, without raising any ques- 
tion of payment —even though 
their bloodsoaked rickshaws were 
put temporarily out of commis. 
sion. - 


Youth Volunteers. 
Boy Scouts in their teens have 
been helping in hospital and ref- 
ugee work, actually assisting in 
the evacuation of wounded from 
near the front line and in the 
gruesome but essential work of 
corpse disposal. After more than 
two months of it these youngsters 
are carrying on with an enthusie 
asm which shows no sign of flage 
ging. 
Chinese girls have not been be- 
hindhand. Recently I visited an 
emergency Red Cross hospital es- 
tablished in a Chinese cance hall 
to care for some 200 wounded 
soldiers and civilians, including 
one 4-year-old youngster wound- 
ed in the stomach and leg who 
lay in bed with his ifijured father, 
Among the volunteer nurses at- 
tending the patients were about 
a dozen young Chinese girts, fore 
merly attached to the establish- 
ment as “taxi dancers,””’ who were 
putting in 12 hours a day, receiv- 
ing only their food in return. 
Deprived of their employment 
by the closing down of the cotton 
mills, industrial girls also have 
been indefatigable in helping with 
work among the refugees. Some 
of these young women have even 
volunteered for ambulance work 
at the front. 
Backing Their Government. 
Such instances could be muiltl- 
plied indefinitely. They go to 
show that there is now abroad in 
China the kind of spirit which 
was to be found amongst British 
civilians during the World War. 
Whgther this determination can be 
kept up if, as the Japanese Pre- 
mier has predicted, the present 
hostilities extend into 1938 re- 
mains to be proved, but there is 
no doubt that at present the Chi- 
nese peopk generally are backing 
their Government to the limit. 
The pity of it is that this fact, 
so patent to the neutral observer, 
seems to be hidden from the Jap- 
anese leaders, who, ineredibly 
blind to the political developments 
of the past: few years, persist in 
imagining ‘that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment can be considered as 
something apart from the Chinese 
people.

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SENATOR GRAVES MISSES THE POINT. 
Senator Dixie Bibb Graves of Alabama has voiced 
her opposition to the Wagner-Van Nuys anti-lynch- 
ing bill in a speech more rhetorical than convincing. 
“If you pass this bill,” the Senator stated, “you 
will say to the world that we have a group of South- 
ern states that cannot or will not enforce the law. 
.».- You will find in every section of the South state 
officers willing at the first sign of danger to send 
out patrols to take lives, or give their own, to pro- 


Advocates of Federal anti-lynching legislation are 
quite willing to grant that the state authorities and 
a majority of the citizens in most Southern states 
are anxious to prevent lynchings. The point is that 
they have shown themselves, for the most ees un- 
able to punish lynchers: 

A perfect example of this is the last beta to 
occur in Senator Graves’ own State, Last Feb. 5, 
a group of unmasked men took a young Negro ac- 
cused of rape from the Henry County Jail in South 
Alabama and lynched him. If the Sheriff made any 
effort to protect the Negro from the mob, the evi- 
dence does not show it. The identity of the lynch- 
ers was more or less a matter of common knowledge. 
The Attorney-General of Alabama, after an exhaus- 
tive investigation, stated that the youth lynched was 
innocent of the crime of which he was accused and 
was, in fact, miles away from the scene when the 
attack occurred. | : 
But despite these facts, and nothwithstanding pres- 
sure from the Governor of Alabama, who is Senator 
Graves’ husband, all efforts to indict the lynchers 
and impeach the Sheriff were fruitless. Two. differ- 
ent grand juries failed to indict the lynchers, and a 
jury quickly -freed« the Sheriff of impeachment 
charges. 3

tion can Senator Graves have if the anti-lynching bill 
does say that certain states “cannot ... enforce the 
law”?

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EXTRAVAGANCE IN PRAISE OF ECONOMY. 
The ‘St. Louis Park Department has imposed a 
series of drastic economies.

So now the Park Department issues a handsome 
brochure praising its economies and services. It 
is printed on fine paper, elaborately illustrated and 
cost $616 for 500 copies. 

The explanation? “The public ought to know 
what the Park Department is doing,” says Park 
Commissioner Joseph J. Mestres.

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How the Tariff. Hurts the Farmer 


Trade barriers:rather than crop control are chiefly responsible for loss of foreign farm 
markets, says Cotton Belt newspaper; exclusion of goods from other countries 
makes them unable to obtain exchange with which to purchase our surpluses; 
urges gradual tariff reform, retaining “indemnities” for. farmer in the meantime. 


HERE are two fundamental reasons 

why Southern cotton has lost its domi- 

nant position in the world market. They 
are the high protective tariff and America’s 
position as a creditor nation. All other fac- 
tors are corollary and contributory. 

Prior to the World War, we owed money 
to the rest of the world, which we had bor- 
rowed to build railroads and otherwise ex- 
pand our national industrial plant. These 
loans were in the form of domestic securi- 
ties. When the war broke out, the bellig- 
erents cashed in and bought war materials. 
That squared our international debt. As the 
war went on, we began to lend money, and 
we kept right on lending up to the crash in 
1929. Those lendings are still debts. 

Because there is no international cur- 
rency, one nation buys from another 
through the medium of credits in the cur- 
rency of the nation from whom goods are 
bought. These credits can be purchased 
with gold, and in other ways; but the chief 
method is through the sale of goods. If a 
nation has only a few dollar credits in the 
United States, it can buy only a limited 
amount of goods from us. It can get addi- 
tional dollar credits only to the extent to 
which America is willing to buy its goods. 

Until 1929, we lent foreign nations money 
with which to buy our goods, but they kept 
on getting deeper in debt and, finally went 


- broke. Hoover signed the disastrous Haw- 


ley-Smoot tariff bill of 1930, which created 
an even more desperate situation, In the cot- 
ton industry, one emergency measure. after 
another was applied, including the New Deal’s 
policy of controlled production and price. 

a s-: * 


The point is that New Deal devices. have 
not been the fundamental cause of our 
losses in the world market. To repeat, we 
have lost ground primarily because (a) the 
world has an insufficient number of dollar 
credits, and (b) it can’t get more of them 
because the tariff limits the amount of 
goods they can sell us in exchange for cred- 
its with which to buy. 

Opinions as to cause and effect might 
‘differ, but~all conclusions point to the in- 
escapable economic facts that prices which 
are determined by world supply and demand 
cannot be controlled within the United 
States, and that income for parity in the 
buying market cannot be brought about 
through natural economic forces so long aé 
the cotton farmer sells at a price deter- 
mined by the cost of production in other 
countries and-buys at prices artificially sus- 
pended above the prices in the countries in 
which he sells. 

The false assumptions of the tariff are, 
of course, well known.- Its chief fallacy is 
that it does not create and protect a high 
standard of wages for American workmen. 
In case of a tariff levied to protect an in- 
dustry where there is little domestic com- 
petition, the industry raises prices as high. 
as possible and pockets the amount of the 
tariff as profit. 

In the case of industries where there is 
keen domestic competition, both prices and 
wages are forced down as a result of the 
competitition, and the tariff. has. no effect. 
It is the tremendous American market for

for labor. The tariff is in effect a sales 
tax levied for the benefit of inefficient in- 
dustry; the American workman does not en- 
joy its alleged benefits because it is a toll 
taken out of his pay envelope. 

That fact has not seemed to be suffi- 
ciently clear to the industrial sections of 
the country, nor does it appear entirely clear 
to them that the economic relationship of 
the cotton-producing section to the manu- 
facturing sections is equally harmful to 
both. The South buys its consumable goods 
from the manufacturing sections, mostly in 
the North and East, but sells back to these 
sections a disproportionate amount of what 
it produces, There is, in consequence, an 
unbalance of trade between these sections. 

That could be’ balanced by price parity, 
but, because of the tariff; the South bal- 
ances it through borrowing which, as fast 
as compound interest. can work, creates 
bankruptcy. It should be understood by in- 
dustrial leaders and investors that if the 
purchasing power of the South could be in- 
creased by reason of a larger distributable 
income, brought about by price parity, the 
result would be a tremendously expanded 
market for the sale of domestic goods. 


In this country, political leadership must 
soon determine whether agriculture is to 
be sabotaged for the benefit of a few mar- 
ginal manufacturing industries. 

We have said that in our judgment acre- 
age restriction does not necessarily have to 
result in crop curtailment. We believe acre- 
age restriction for conservation purposes can 
be brought about without political control. 

The’ problem of the tariff, meanwhile, 
must be faced realistically. American goods 
collide everywhere with tariff walls as high 
as ‘our own. We are living in a world of 
nationalistic self-sufficiency. American in- 
ventive genius, American industrial meth- 
ods and American financing have contribut- 
ed to that self-sufficiency. Foreign work- 
men manufacture goods for sale in their 
own domestic markets, with American-de- 
vised machinery, in factories built with 
American money. 

To demolish utterly our tariff—fallacious 
and disastrous as it is—would dislocate 
trade the world around, and we, for. a period 
of time, would.also suffer. Drastic but grad- 


‘ual ‘reform is more practical. We are not. 
optimistic that much headway can be made 


in tariff reform in the limited time in which 
Congress has to fashion new farm legisla- 
tion. Once again, therefore, the problem of 
an impoverished ype must be ap- 
proached through the medium of artificial 
devices. , 

‘The Commercial Appeal believes in the 
justice and the economic necessity of a cash

DEMOCRATS TO DEFEND 
40 SENATE SEATS IN 


Only Four Republican Places 
at Stake —- G. O. P. Hopes 
+ to Make Some Gains. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4-—A rec- 
ord-breaking total of 30 Democrat- 
ic Senatorial seats will be at stake 
in the elections next November, 
as against four now held by Repu 
licans. 

This unequal division is a direct 
result of the Roosevelt landslide of 
1932, which gave the Democrats al- 
most a clean sweep of the senato- 
rial. elections. 

Only nine of the. Democratic 
seats at stake in next year’s/elec- 
tions are from the “solid South”, 
where Democratic victories usually 
are assured. That leaves 21 seats 
which Republican strategists count 
as “fair game.” 

This unusual situation is one of 
the reasons both parties nave be- 
gun early to plan next year’s con- 
gressional campaign. 3 

Senator Steiwer (Rep.) Oregon, 
has announced he will not stand 
for re-election. Democrats hope to 
win his seat. They also talk hope- 
fully of winning in Pennsylvania 
against Senator Davis, Republican 
incumbent. That one-time Repub- 
lican State went Democratic in the 
1934 and 1936 general elections. 

The Democrats, conceding noth- 
ing, also expect to fight for the 
other two Republican seats, now 
held by Senators Gibson of Ver- 
mont and Nye of North Dakota. 

Republicans, on the otner hand, 
note that seven of the Democrats 
coming up for re-election next year 
were leading opponents of the 
Roosevelt Court bill and may run 
into factional difficulties within 
their own party. The seven are: 


Clark of Missouri, Georg. of Geor-; 


gia, Gillette of Iowa, McCarran of 
Nevada, Smith of South Carolina, 
Tydings of Maryland and Van 
Nuys of Indiana. 

Prior to next year’s regular elec- 
tions, two Democrats will gain 
Senate seats which they may have 
to defend almost immediately. One 
will be appointed by Senator 
Moore (Dem.) New Jersey, when he 
leaves: the Senate in January and 
becomes Governor of New Jersey. 
The otner will be nominated by 
Democrats in Alabama, Jan. 4, to 
succeed Senator Dixie Bibb Graves, 
now serving by appointment. 

Gov. Bibb Graves has announced 
that he would appoint immediately 
the nominee selected in the Janu- 
ary primary to succeed his wife. 
The Democratic executive commit- 
tee may also select the winner to 
run in the regular fall election, 
Candidates are Representative Lis- 
ter Hill and former Senator Thom-

Foreign investors hold Mexican 
railways securities with a face 
value of $273,123,211 while accumu- 
lated interest is almost as much. 
About 20 per cent of the securities 
is owned by Americans. 

Guarantee to Government. 
Cardenas has proposed to the Na- 
tional Railway Workers’ syndicate, 
scheduled to be eventual operators 
of the lines, that they guarantee 
the Government 14,000,000 pesos 
(about $3,890,000) annually from op- 
erating revenues. 

Juan Gutierrez, syndicate secre- 


/|tary-general, took the proposal to 


34 local syndicates on a tour of the 
country. He told workers in Mex- 
ico, D. F., however, he considered 
the amount “too large until we see 
how we get along.” 

In his decree creating the Gov- 
ernment department, Cardenas 
promised that minority stockhold- 
ers would be. remunerated. The 
amount to be paid will be determ- 
ined by court proceedings, but fi- 
nancial quarters believed foreign in- 
vestors would receive about one- 
third the face value with no pay- 
ment of accumulated interest. 

Of the 14,000,000 peso guarantee 
Cardenas asked, some 9,000,000 pe- 
sos would go to equipment replace- 
ment, 3,000,000 to taxes, and 2,000,000 
($556,000) to repayment of foreign 
holdings. 

Connect With U. S. Lines. 

The National Railways connect 
with United States lines at Browns- 
ville, Laredo, Eagle Pass and E]) 
Paso, Tex., and at Nogales, Ariz., 
through connection with the South- 
ern Pacific of Mexico lines. 

The. National system’s gross reve- 
nues increased ‘from $35,000,000 in 
1936 to an estimated $37,000,000 this 
year, but profits were plowed back 
in the form of sorely-needed new 
equipment. 

United States equipment was pur- 
chased to refurnish the system in- 
cluding 25 locomotives, 750 freight 
cars, 150 passenger coaches and 16,- 
000 tons of new track.

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Soviet Election an 
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Inter-Party 


_ Affair Turning Upon Men and 
Not Measures; Stalin Secure 


Voters to Have Some Choice of Individual 
Officials; Dictatorship of Working Class Con- 
trolled by Communist Party Undisturbed.

MOSCOW, Dec! 4.--About 100,- 
000,000 Soviet citizens will elect a 
new government of the Soviet Un- 
ion on Dec. 12. It will be the largest 
election the world has ever known; 
in its paradoxes, it will be one of 
the most perplexing. 

What is the election all about? 

In.its simplest terms, it is -the 
election of 1143 members of a new 
supreme council, the highest gov- 
erning body of the Soviet Union 
under the new constitution adopt- 
ed a year ago. About one-half the 
members will sit as a council of 
the Union, each deputy represent- 
ing 300,000 inhabitants; the others 
will be members of a second cham- 
ber, or Council. of Nationalities, 
which will represent the many 
races and nationalities living in- 
side the Soviet Union. 

For the first time ih history, all 
Russians who are 18 or older and 
are not insane, feeble-minded or 
disfranchised by special court order 
will elect their highest governing 
body directly and with secret bal- 
lots. They will have the right to 
recall their representatives. Peas- 
ants will be represented equally 
with workers. Any “social organi- 
zation or society of toilers” has 
had the right to nominate a candi- 
date. 

Council Meets Twice a Year. 

The Supreme Council, which 
must meet within 30 days after the 
election, will hold office for four 
years unless disagreement between 
its two houses requires an earlier 
election. It will meet twice a year, 
eventually in the Palace of Soviets, 
designed to be the world’s tallest 
building, on the bank of. the 
Moskva River. Its praesidium of 
37 members, of which Josef Stalin 
is expected to be elected president, 
will direct the nation’s government 
when the Supreme Council is not 
in session. 

The deputies themselves. will pass 
all the laws, appoint the executive 
and administrative branches of the 
Government, arrange popular ref- | 
erendums, and have the sole right" 
of pardon. They will be immune to 
arrest or prosecution while in of- 
fice, except with the permission of 
their fellow members. K 

Inside this constitutional outline 
of the election, the Bolsheviks have 
been busy fitting their own power 
machinery. They have not. dis- 
guised their intention of keeping 
the structure of state power sub- 
stantially what it has been for 20 
years, whatever new scaffolding of 
democracy they may erect for fu- 
ture use. : 

“I must admit,” Stalin said in his 
report on the Constitution last year 
“that the draft of the new Consti- 
tition really does preserve the dic- 
tatorship of the working class, just 
as it also preserves unchanged the 
present leading position of the Com- 
munist party of the U.S. 8S. RR. If 
our esteemed critics regard this as 
a flaw, it is only to be regretted. 
We Bolsheviks regard it as a merit.” 
' What, then, is the reason for the 
}paraphernalia of democracy which 
the Communists have been literally 
forcing on the bewilderéd Russian 
people the last few months? Stalin- 
ists and anti-Stalinists have neatly 
contradictory answers to this ques- 
tion, 

Some See Election as Fraud. 

Those who believe that the elec- 
tion is a complete fraud, arranged 
as a desperate effort to drum up 
loyalty among the masses before 
the outbreak of an imminent war, 
point to the purges which have 
marked the last 12 months of Soviet 
history. From the thousand-odd 
persons who have been executed for 
political crimes, through the com- 
missars who have been arrested or 
disgraced, to the thousands upon 
thousands of officials who have lost 
their jobs, the victims of this ob- 
viously Kremlin-directed cleansing 
have enjoyed few civil liberties. 

The procedure has been the re- 
verse of democratic. Many men 
have lost their positions as a result 
of unfounded suspicion or denuncia- 
tion, leading to arrest and detention. 
often for months without the sem- 
blance of a trial. Even when legal 
forms have been followed, the 
charges, of Trotskyism, bourgeois 
nationalism, wrecking and espion- 
age, have been stretched so far that 
they have become simply terms in 
a kind of political algebra with 
which the Kremlin has, for reasons 
of its own, concealed the truth 
about the most recent phase of its 
struggle for power. : 

This atmosphere, inevitably, has 
hung heavy over the election. Can- 
didates have been nominated chief- 
ly for their loyalty to the Kremlin. 
No eandidate has been named who 
is known to disagree with the 
Kremlin “line” even inside the gen- 
eral policy of Stalinism. As politi- 
cal insurance, election commissions 
have reserved the right to invali- 
date any nomination which might 
slip through the initial vigilance of 
local party officials. 

How Nominations Are Made. 

This last precaution has been all 
but superfluous, according to crit- 
ics of the election. Nominations 
have been made in the traditional 
Soviet style, at mass meetings of 
workers. There is no record of a 
nomination having been made with- 
out such a meeting, with its inev- 
itable portraits of Stalin, its. red- 
covered table, and its party secre- 
tary somewhere behind the table. 

These local Communist secre- 
taries, with few exceptions, have 
vsed the whole bag of Bolshevik 
tricks, from the selection of a pop- 
‘ular but non-party worker to make 
‘the required nomination to the 
‘thunderous burst of applause for 


ing. Most of the candidates nom- 
inated have been popular with the 
rank and file, but the rank and file 
has not nominated them. 

Finally, according to this point 
of view, the deputies elected to the 
Supreme Council will apparently be 
much the same sort of people who 
were elected formerly, indirectly 
and without sécret ballots, to the 
old Tsik, or Central Executive Com- 
mittee. They will enact with so- 
lemnity whatever measures are 
presented to them by the Politburo 
of the Communist Party. 

Their immunity to arrest, it has 
been pointed out, was also a priv- 
ilege of members of Tsik, the for- 
mer parliament. It has not saved 
many of them from Commissar Niko- 
lai I. Yezhov’s NKVD, or political 
police. The commission which drew 
up the new constitution, providing 
for the democratic election of Dec. 
12, included among its members 
Karl Radek and Nikolai Bukharin, 
now in prison, and all seven presi- 
dents of the Soviet Union, five of 
whom have ended their political 
careers within the last six months 
by suicide or are in jail. 


Propaganda Forces Mobilized. 


Against this criticigm, which, if 
seldom articulate, is not less real 
among certain groups of Russians, 
the Communist party has. mobilized 
its propaganda forces in recent 
months. Flying squadrons of agi- 
tators have moved from, factory to 
factory and from village to village. 
Their election oratory is different 
for each audience, but its basic out- 
line is the same. | 

The election will be democratic, 

they have pointed out, in the sense 
of the word suggested by its own 
Greek root, meaning “the people.” 
Irresponsible minorities of trouble- 
makers may not have the political 
liberties they enjoy in capitalist 
countries, but this liberty is seen 
by Communists as license. The 
great mass of the people, on the 
other hand, will taste their first 
measure of electoral authority over 
the officials who rule them. 
' There will be no politically dis- 
franchised citizens. Some 50,000 
Greek Orthodox priests, and many 
hundreds of Roman Catholic, 
Protestant, Mohammedan dnd Budd- 
hist ministers, with an unknown 
number of former Czarist officers 
and “liquidated Kulaks”—the richer 
peasants eliminated by collectiviza- 
tion—will have their first chance 
to vote in Soviet history. 

Peasants will have equal voting 
rights with workers. Representa- 
tion has been made equal for all 
parts of the country, where for- 
merly agticultural regions had only 
half as many deputies as city dis- 
tricts in proportion to population. 

Vote in Place of Residence. 

Citizens will vote in their places 
of residence instead of where they 
work. This partial abandonment 
of the older Soviet system, with 
its syndicalist connotations, is evi- 
dence to Bolsheviks of the success 
of Soviet democracy. It is no longer 
necessary, they say, to emphasize 
occupation instead of residence as 


a means of distinguishing one class 
from. another. 

Finally, the election points the 
direction of Soviet. dev 
according to Stalinists. If a large 
measure of control is still apparent, 
they say, this is the legacy of Czam 
ism, attributable to centuries of op- 
pression and ignorance rather than 
to 20 years of Soviet rule. The elec- 
tion marks the first time in his- 
tory, according to Soviet agitators, 
that a dictatorship has even started 
to resign. 

For domestic consumption, this 
statement of democratic intentions 
has been buried under mountains 
of newsprint boasting that the elec- 
tion has already achieved a more 
complete democracy ththn the world 
has ever seen. It is only when they 
are temporarily freed from the ure 
gency of political advertising, talk- 
ing to foreigners or to each other, 
that Soviet spokesmen emphasize 
the implications of the election, 
rather than its actual procedure. 

These implications also figure in 
the mass ballyhoo of the Soviet 
press. “Our election must serte as 
a sort of examination of officials,” 
according to Stalin, and _ the 
workers and peasants have been 
admonished to subject their offi- 
cials’ records to the most vigilant 
scrutiny.

have been true, but it is no longer 
the case. Since the establishment 
of the Nanking Government in 1928 
a cohesive process has been laborie 
ously under way, and, while pere 
sonal ambition and private feud 
have not been entirely eliminated, 
a point has been reached where the 
Nanking Government symbolizes to 
most of the Chinese people—or at 
least to the articulate section of 
them—their hopes for the future. 

They do not think it is a perfect 
Government by any means, and 
most of them are ready enough to 
criticise sharply its manifest shorte- 
comings. But it is their Governe 
ment and they are going to stand 
behind it at this time of crisis, 

Further Stimulus. 

If any further stimulus to unity 
had been required it would have 
been provided by the apparently 
indiscriminate use of Japanese aire 
planes against totally defenseless 
civilians in different parts of the 
country and by the wanton destruce 
tion of Chinese educational and 
cultural institutions. 

It ig to be feared that, short of 
outside intervention, there can be 
no end to the matter until the Jap- 
anese come to realize that they are 
making war not, as they profess, 
upon a.coterie of militarists at Nan- 
king but upon a whole people whose 
unexampled forbearance has been 
taxed to the limit and who are de- 
termined to see things through, ne 


matter what the cost.

But Not Readers 


AFRICAN GAMBLE. By Margaret Carson 
Hubbard. jG. P. Putnam’s Sons, New 
York.) 


HEN a woman goes to Africa 
W to get pictures of the natives 

and the animals, it’s a gamble. 
No trouble about the natives, for 
they like it, but the animals are 
different. They either don’t like it 
or are diffident about it. It may 
be only because they have been 
photographed so much that they 
have lost interest. For the same 
reason they may be excused if they 
are no longer interested in African 
books, of the making of which there 
is no end. | 

When Mrs. Hubbard began going 
to Africa for pictures she vowed 
that she would be one person of 
whom it could be said that she re- 
turned from there and didn’t write 
a book about it, but she wrote one 
and called it “No One to Blame.” 
It was a well-told story and nobody 
blamed her for it.

Back at home she was homesick 
for Africa and returned there on 
another gamble and won. That is, 
‘she got the pictures that she want- 
ed, and now, in “African Gamble,” 


to get them. For it is a game. The 
animals, although they have been 
photographd so much, still suspect 
that there is a trick in it some- 
where.

A major essay could be written 
on this new Audubon—the first 
which will reach great numbers of 
readers and nature lovers — but 
there is space only to tell what it 
contains. The frontispiece is a re- 
production of F. Cruickshank’s 
painting of the long-haired, fur- 
collared ornithologist. There follow 
in order an excellent introduction 
by William Vogt, crisp, informative 
and authoritative; the 435 plates 
which made up the original work, 
together with 65 plates of Western 
birds which were issued later; the 
transcript of the legends on the 
original plates and an index of 
common names. A “must” for li- 
braries and certain to be welcome 
under anyone’s Christnmias tree. 

The second book on the list is not 
in a class with “The Birds of Amer- 
ica,” but it is a significant publica- 
tion in its own right. There have 
been books before on wildlife pets 
of one sort and another, but this 
is the first to cover the field in 
general.

cl I HIS is a personal testimony 


. . . IT showld have liked to 

call it ‘A Lyrical Philosophy,’ 
using the word ‘lyrical’.in the sense 
of being a highly personal and indi- 
vidual outlook.” Thus Lin Yutang, 
whose previous book, “My Coun- 
try and My People,” made a deep 
impression in this country, explains 
the present volume in his preface. 
It would have been an apt title, 
even though the outlook does not 
greatly differ from that of Chinese 
sages through the centuries. The 
author professes to have studied 
philosophy in the unconventional 
and incorrect way—by reading life 
at first hand. Among his sources 
he lists “a Soochow boat woman 
with her profuse use of expletives; 
a Shanghai street car conductor; a 
deck steward who made one good 
remark, and any writer who does 
not kill our sense of curiosity in 
life.”

The philosophy of Lin Yutang is 
one of a reasonable view of life, a 
tolerant understanding atti- 
tude. The Occidental, he believes, is 
inclined to overstress the logical 
and is too much concerned with 
differentiating between the physi- 
cal and spiritual, when there is no 
distinct line of demarcation. As 
Lin Yutang views it, life is a mat- 
ter of enjoying to the fullest the 
‘things that are offered, whether it 
be food, leisure or beauty; for there- 
by the spirit is fed. ’

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New Versions of Great Dramas — 


THREE GREEK PLAYS. Translated with an 
introduction by Edith Hamilton. (W. 
W. Norton G&G Co., New York.) 


N HIS “Outline of History,” H. G. 

Wells found occasion to give the 

world the lowdown on Greek lit- 
erature. A cursory examination 
(with no knowledge of the language 
involved!) had convinced him that 
the classicists have been spoofing 
us and that Homer and the Greek 
tragic poets are greatly overrated. 
According to Thompson Seton, a 
frog in a well once said as much 
of the ocean, 

To defend either Greek poetry or 
the ocean would be faintly funny. 
They are both still there to be ob- 
served by anyone able to observe 
them. -Nor would one reveal much 
understanding of our day by argu- 
ing that the Greek classics should 
be thrust upon the many. There 
are sufficient economic and social 
reasong for our present. cultural 
chaos and our break with the past. 
But it may be remarked that the 
appalling vulgarity and shallowness 
of much that now: passes for signif- 
icant literature may not be unre- 
lated to that break. Dependable 
taste is the outgrowth of experience 
through association with the great 
spirits that have illumined our 
world a moment and passed on. A 
literature that has denied itg roots 
must be less revelation than social 
symptomology. 

But what misled Wells was the 
lamentable fact that there never 
has been a good verse translation 
of any Greek poet. Miss Hamilton 
points this out in her introduction 
to the volume here noted—and pro- 
ceeds to illustrate a continuing de- 
ficiency. 

* * . 

No one will question Miss Hamil- 
ton’s scholarship, her passionate de- 
votion and understanding. She is 
truly rich in these, and there is the 
added virtue of’ good honest com- 
mon sense in her approach. But 
these are not enough, A high de- 
gree of skill in verse construction, 
coupled with endless patience, would 
be needed to present one play as it 
was written, insofar as any poetry 
is able to cross the gap between 
languages. Browning’s failure with 
the “Agamemnon” is little better 
than ludicrous. Murray and Fitz- 
gerald wrote more or less original 
and quite inadequate poems, using 
the text as raw material. Perhaps 
Blackie’s somewhat Tennysonian- 
ized version isstillthe most thrill- 
ing—and occasionally he achieves 
in single lines much more than a 


hint of the Aeschylean beauty and 
“punch.” 

The three plays here translated 
are the “Agamemnon” and “Prome- 
theus Bound” of Aeschylus, and the 
“Trojan Women” of Euripides. They 
are all worth reading as presented 
—but not alone. Only by compar- 
ing various versions, both in verse 
and in frank prose, can one hope 
to create for himself a convincing 
sense of the original’s power and 
beauty. . f j 


It seems a matter for wonder 
that translators have so consistent- 
ly dodged the difficulties of the 12- 
syllable line used by the tragic 
poets. Certainly the pentameter, 
used by Miss Hamilton and others, 
gives no sense whatever of the 
sinewy might that ig felt in the 
Greek line. It hag been argued 
that in English the 12-syllable line 
reads like prose—but so does the 
favored 10-syllable line as common- 
ly written. Compare the following 
lines: 


Incantatory trumpets of a dream 
(10 syllables) 
Incantatory trumpets of a dream of eld 
(12 syllables). 
Surely the second form need be 
no duller than the first.

Limited space renders impossible 
any convincing comparison of Miss 
Hamilton’s rendering with the orig- 
inal expressed adequately in En- 
glish. One brief passage may be 
cited as typical. Agamemnon, just 
returned from Troy, is speaking. 

Miss Hamilton writes: 


The smoke still shows where once a city was. 
The whirlwind of blind doom is still alive. 
From dying embers comes a breath of in- 


cense, 
Rich fragrance of the riches burning there. 


The following closely approxi- 
mates a facsimile of what Aeschy- 
lus wrote: 

Now by Bw smoke the captured town is 
man 

Live ruin’s whirlwinds; but the ashes, 
dying with them, 

Belch forth fat blasts of weaith! 


The onomatopoeic effect in the 
last line is characteristic and im- 
portant. 

If so many masterpieces of our 
own loud moment were not clamor- 


ing for attention, more striking 


comnarisons could be made with 
longer passages, for instance the 
famous speech in which Clytem- 
nestra boasts of killing her hus- 
band.

HEN “I’d Rather Be Right” 

was getting its road tryout in

ASEFIELD’S latest novel is 
Meru of sardonic humor aimed 

in well-directed thrusts at En- 
glish common sense, sport and 
standards of beauty. Frampton 
Mansell, “the gun fella,” buys a 
dilapidated estate, remodels it, and 
forbids the trespassing of his fox- 
hunting neighbors on the bird sanc- 
tuary that he establishes. The en- 
mity aroused grows beyond all rea- 
sonable proportion, with Mansell 
and his neighbors fighting like chil- 
dren over all ensuing community 
projects.

HE story of Madame Curie, as

unselfish devotion to her family, to 
her adopted country, France, to her 
native country, Poland, and, above 
all, to her work. 

The fame which was heaped upon 
her in the t years of her life 
meant nothing to Madame Curie, 
and the publicity which followed in 
its wake was torture to this retir- 
ing woman whose body had already 
been so damaged by the radium 
with which she worked that it was 
only by tremendous effort that she 
was able to keep the knowledge of 
her ill health from the world.

During the early years of Fort - 
Sill, the Army was prevented by 
the so-called “peace policy” of the 
Interior Department from keeping 
the Indians on the reservation or 
taking out after them when they 
had gone. Consequently the tribes 
spent much more time raiding in 
Southwestern Oklahoma and the 
Texas Panhandle than they spent 
on the reservation. People were 
murdered, scalped, mutilated, singly, 
and in groups; horses and cattle 
shot and barbecued on the spot, or 
driven off; pack and wagon trains 
plundered and burned, and great 
areas of rich grassland set afire to 
discourage pursuit. Capt. Nye gives 
all the details. 

Later, when the Army was given 
permission to proceed more or less 
independently, its officers accom 
plished the seemingly impossible 
job of making friends with all the 
Indians within the Fort Sill area, 
One of the principal figures in this 
important step was the late great 
Gen. Hugh L. Scott. Many per 
sons, red, white and midway, ink 
portant in the history of the neat 
Southwest, pass through the book.

THREE GROUPS RESIST 
INDUSTRIAL SLIPBACK 


Seasonably Adjusted Index for 
the Whole, However, Drops 
10th Consecutive Week.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Industrial 
activity dropped for the tenth con- 
secutive period this week, to the 
lowest level since February, 1936. 
The Associated Press seasonally ad- 
justed index fell to 79.1 per cent 
of the 1929-30 average from 80.4 a 
week ago and compared with 99.2 
last year. 
Steel mill operations slipped into 
new low ground for-the year, as did 
electric power output anid residen- 
tial building construction. 

There were slight upturns in ad- 
justed automobile production, cot- 
ton manufacturing activity and to- 
tal freight carloadings. 

The advance in freight loadings 
stemmed largely from a less than 
normal decline in coal shipments as 
approaching cold -weather . main- 
tained the flow of thie fuel. In- 
dustrial items, on the other hand, 
dropped to a new bottom for more 
than a year. e

source of their difficulties with the 
management was that, in their de- 
mands, they failed to take into ac- 
count differences in plant organiza- 
tion, so that the man at the top 
failed to comprehend the real na- 
ture of their protest. 


Strike-Breaking Discussed. 

In the W P A. course of labor 
problems the function of the strike 
and methods of strike-breaking 
were discussed, the issue of craft 
versus industrial unions was gone 
into, the provisions of the Wagner 
Labor Relations Act were explained 
and the workers’ own concrete 
problems analyzed. Last summer 
Bisltiop conducted the second an-. 
nual summer labor school at Wood- 
land Lake, near Brighton, Mich. At 
this school both U A Wand WPA 
teachers lecture at 10-day courses 
for workers on vacation. In addi- 
tion the W FP A organized labor 
forums to give employment to, 
teachers on relief. Speakers, and 
the audience have debated highly 
controversial questions at these 
forums. 

Two Hampering Factors. 

Two factors have interrupted this 
program of education. One is the 
drastic cut in W P A activity which 
has, of course, effected the entire 
W P A education program through- 
out the entire country. There are 
now only about 400 teachers -avail- 
able for workers’ courses, The other 
factor ig the factional strife within 
the Automobile Workers’ Union. As 
a result of this internal warfare, 
the entire educational staff has 
been swept out. It is said that 
Homer Martin, head of the union, 
was desirous of starting the educa- 
tional work afresh with new teach- 
ers who had had no connection 
with the union leaders he ousted, 
Most observers are confident the 
educational program will be re- 
sumed if only because there is a

educational fund. It is said here 
that at one time nearly $100,000 had 
accumulated for this purpose. 


Calls for W P A Teachers, 


Miss Hilda Smith holds the title 
of specialist in workers’ education 
at W P A headquarters here. An 
authority in -her field, she has been 
largely responsible for the extent 
of the program sponsored by W P 
A. Numerous requests for teach- 
ers for workers’ courses have come 
in recent months, Miss Smith says. 
In a Memorandum she listed some 
of these requests, many of which

Recently labor schools have been 
started in St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis, with the Central Labor Council 
providing quarters, light and fani- 
tor service, and the W P A furnish- 
ing the teachers. Milwaukee and 
Denver. have labor colleges support- 
ed by the trade unions. Recently 
courses in labor organization have 
been introduced by the Henry street 
settlement in New York. 

Work at Fordham. 

In numerous ways this new edu- 
cational movement is taking tangi- 
ble form. The association of Cath- 
olic trade unionists, formed to pro- 
mote the Catholic point of view in 
both old line and new unions, re- 
cently opened a school for workers 
in connection with Fordham Uni- 
versity in downtown New York. 


Opposing Views on Movement. 
The most ardent advocates of this 
education believe that it 
will develop in spite of all obstacles. 
Critics feel that it is‘too special- 
ized, that it tends to become: too 
parochial, too insular and that 
therefore workers, or at any rate 
American workers, will not take it. 

The fact that Sweden, a small 
country, has 3000 workers’ study 
circles and that in Great Britain 
virtually every trade union local has 
special labor classes, aided by the 
great workers’ educational associa- 
tion, means nothing, these critics 
say because the trend.in America 
has been against specialized or 
“class” education. 

But nevertheless it is growing 
just now and growing very fast. 
Workers’ schools, like the one just 
started here in Washington, are of- 
fering courses for workers which

JACKSONVILLE, Dec. 4-—Re- 
iterating principal present deter- 
ents;to new home building, Paul E. 
Stark, Madison, Wis., president of 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, addressing the 
Southeast Regional Convention of 


the association, held here this week, 
emphasized the importance of a 
comprehensive and adequate na- 
tional housing policy, warmly com- 
mended President Roosevelt’s pro- 
posal for legislation that would per- 
mit the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration to insure mortgages on 
homes under conditiong more accu- 
rately adjusted to today’s practical 
needs, and the President’s an- 
nounced objective to aid. needed 
new home building. 

Stark outlined principal lines of 
action in which government can be 
most helpful in encouraging pri- 
vate enterprise to go into new home 
construction, and discussed possi- 
bilities for cost reduction for homes 

and for better planning of home 
neighborhoods that should he pos- 
sible if there can be developed com- 
panies, adequately financed, -for 
large-scale activity in home build- 
ing. He said in part: 


250,000 Homes Built in 1936, 


“America needed 800,000 new 
homes in 1936. It constructed only 
250,000 new homes. The spurt of 
new home building early in 1937 
has fallen off to the place where 
we are today building at a rate 
lower than prevailed at any time 
in 1936. A revival of new home 
building to a point where it is 
meeting well recognized needs 
would solve our entire unemploy- 
ment problem. 

“The National Association of Real 
Estate Boards believes that the 
greatest contribution which. gov- 
ernment can make to housing is 
the removal of the barriers that 
families find in their way in ac- 
quiring or constructing their homes, 
What are those barriers? They are 
four. 

“First, shelter is called upon to 
carry the great share of the tax 
burden. Real estate enjoys but 20 
per cent of the national income 
and pays 60 per cent of the ha- 


-itional tax burden. 


“Public attitude against our pres- 
ent obsolete and unjust tax system 
is indicated. by laws which have 


A\ been passed in nine states limiting 


the total tax which may be. levied 
-.| against real estate. The most ef- 
‘% | fective way of increasing home 
building and new housing in Amer- 
ica is to remove the present unfair 
tax burden on homes, farms and 
other real estate. 
Interest Rates Barrier. 


“A second barrier in the way of 
home construction is high interest 
rates. It seems strange that Amer- 
ica, the richest nation in the world, 
should impose upon money loaned 
on homes the highest interest rate. 
In England, Germany, Norway and 
Sweden, interest money is available 
to lower income groups at from 
3% to 4% per cent. In America 
the average interest rate to these 
groups is between 6 per cent and 7 
per cent. To stabilize the general 
mortgage structure and create con- 
ditions which would minimize mort- 
gage risk and so work to produce 
lower interest rates the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
has for years asked for the creation 
of a national mortgage discount 
agency the purpose of which would 
be to furnish for mortgages dis- 
count facilities such as those which

Ten Months Record Indicates 
Best Year Since 1930 but. 
‘ October Shows Decline.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4. — Loans for 
new home. construction have de- 
clined more than seasonally in the 
last few months, and advances for 
repair, and modernization have 
shown no more than normal con- 
struction, the United States Build- 


a ing and Loan League’s figures in- 


dicated today. 

Loans made by associations for 
all purposes in October totalea 
$97,858,500, bringing disbursement 
for the first 10 months over the 
billion dollar mark, indicating the 
best -year since 1930. 

Despite the slump in construc- 
tion activity generally, building of 
new houses caused 8800 families to 
borrow $27,830,500 from savings, 
building and loan associations in 
October. This was the lowest fig- 
ure for any month since February 
and compared with $29,509,000 in 
September and $32,509,900 in August, 
The decrease from October last 
year was 20 per cent, in line with 
the 18 per cent decrease in value 
of all contracts awarded for resi- 
dential building, 

Morton Bodfish, league execu- 
tive vice-president, pointed out re- 
pair and modernization loans were 
holding near the level that has pre- 
vailed since June. The total for 
the first 10 months was about $63,- 
640,000. ; 7 

Bodfish said one of the more 
hopeful signs in the statistics was 
the fact that there has been no en- 
larged demand for refinancing ex- 
isting mortgages. : 

He estimated about 13,400 persons 
borrowed to buy homes in October, 
compared with 14,500 in September 
and 15,900 in October @ year ago.

To plant or not to plant is the 
‘question that confronts the owner 
of the small house and plot.

A Few Brush Tips 


To prepare knotty boards for 
painting, a metgod of priming 
adapted by painters is recom- 
mended: Aluminum bronze 
mixed with either varnish or 
boiled linseed oil—two pounds 
to the gallon.

Unnecessary. Noise 
May Be Reduced 


The reduction of unnecessary 
noise is a considerable problem in 
both hospitals and schools, but it 
can be solved by the application 
of acoustical treatment of various 
kinds, on the walls and ceilings of 
ocrridors, halls and rooms. 

In hospitals, noise is always a 
menace to the comfort of patients 
and trying to the nerves of the 
staff. Every effort is made to keep 
down noise at its source, but neces- 
sary activities create a certain 
amount of obnoxious sound which 
can .be eliminated only through 
acoustical treatment. Often sound- 
absorbing material is applied to 
corridors to prevent. unavoidable 
traffic from disturbing the patients’ 
sleep; sometimes it is used to quiet 
the noises in diet kitchens and din- 
ing rooms; and frequently it is in- 
stalled in wards, in utility rooms, 
‘nurseries, examining and waiting 
rooms, 

In every case, the desired resguit 
has been attained—the elimination 
of undesirable noise and the crea- 
tion of that quiet, restful atmos- 
phere which is so essential tothe 
welfare of the patient. 

Objectionable noise has also been 
banished from hundreds of schools, 
with the result that benefits of in- 
calculable value have been received 
by pupils and teachers alike. Ideal 
studying conditions have been es- 
tablished in typewriting and study

in the Hoover Administration, de- 
nied Senator Borah’s assertion in 
the Senate yesterday that the pol- 
icy of scarcity as a cure for eco- 
nomic ills was originated by Pres- 
ident Hoover. 

“The country will welcome the 
opposition of Senator Borah to the 
compulsory crop control bill,” Hyde 
said. “The Senator’s great influence 
will go far toward compelling sane 
consideration of the administra- 
tion’s program of farm restriction, 
compulsion and regimentation. But 
the Senator is wholly inaccurate 
when he says Herbert Hoover orig- 
inated the idea of ‘écarcity as a 
cure for economic ills.’

Two schools of thought still 
wrangle over the basic system. One 
holds that sharecropping too close- 
ly resembles its predecessor slave 
era. The other contends that the 
system is the only one under which 
many a Negro, many an illiterate 
white farmer, could hope to. main- 
tain himself and his family, the 
year-around, on the soil. 

Much day labor appeared in the 
fields this fall as the South picked 
its bumper crop. But there is no 
general agreement about what that 
might mean in relation to the share- 
cropping system. 

H. L. Mitchell, executive secre- 
tary of the Southern Tenant Farm- 
ers’ Union, and one of the chief 
critics of the tenancy system, said 
a wider use of day labor was ac- 
companied by eviction .notices for 
tenants. and sharecroppers. 

“For the last 10 years, there has 
been a decided shift to mechanized 
farm operation on the larger plan- 
tations of the cotton belt,” he said. 
“This trend was accelerated by the 
crop reduction plans of the Triple 
A, for its payment of huge subsidies 
to the owners of land enabled them 
to modernize their farms. With the 
subsequent wholesale evictions of 
tenants and croppers caused by the 


a 


.| adoption of crop control. legisla- 


tion, those remaining’ on the land 
are rapidly finding their status re- 
duced to that of the casual day- 
laborer. 

“For the tenant and snarecrop- 
per, the winter months of 1937-38 
are likely to be the hardest since 
the. depression began in 1930; this 
despite the bumper crop of nearly 
18,000,000 bales. Very few tenants 
and croppers will come out of debt 
at the end of the year.” 

Plantation Owner’s View. 

Other conclusions were drawn by 
Harold A. Young, big plantation 
operator, Arkansas cotton control 
committeemen under the AA A , 
now state chairman of the Soil Con- 
servation Committee. 

- “With a period of cheap cotton 
in prospect, the tendency to -use 
wage labor.in the cotton fields will 
slow up,” said Young. “So many 
do not understand the close rela- 
tionship between tenant and Jand- 
lord. When work opportunities are 
curtailed, it is the tendency of the 
owners to give the work to the ten- 


‘lant and sharecropper, rather than 


to casual day labor. Under acre- 
age retirement, I think it is the 
tendency to spread the active acre- 
age among sharecroppers. Wage 
labor is too unsettled. This big 
crop year has led many to the view 
that the tenant operation is super- 
ior to wage labor operation. 

“Tne opportunity for a decent liv- 
ing, in tenancy, is available to all 
of that class if they will take ad- 
vantage of it.” 

The Arkansas W P A looked into 


the matter this fall and found no 
recent “material ae ge” in the 
farm tenancy situation. 

: aAraaistrator Floyd Sharp said 
“The last few years does indicate 
a trend toward day-labor, but plan- 
tation men are experiencing 
culty in obtaining farm hands, par- 
ticularly for cotton picking, under 
this arrangement. | ; 
“The prevailing opinion of plan- 
tation men seems to be that crop 
control had a ‘tendency to reduce 
the number. of acres that tenants 
worked and consequently reduced 
their yearly income to a lower 
standard ‘of living.

There are upwards of 150,000 ten- 
ants and sharecroppers in Arkan- 
sas. ‘They’ make up 60 per cent 
of all its farmers. The tenancy 
percentages run higher in Missis- 
sippi, Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, 
South Carolina and Oklahoma, but 
the Arkansas*tenant. has been so 
frequently surveyed and analyzed 
that he has come to be better 
known than his kinsmen elsewaere 
in the South. 

Progress in Recognizing Problem. 

Says C. E. Palmer, twice chair- 
man of Arkansas commissions 
hamed to study tenancy: “Slight 
progress has been made during the 
past year in any solution of farm 
tenancy problems. ... (but) look- 
ing back 10 years, progress is sub- 
stantial, if only through a general 
realization of the gravity of the 
tenancy problem and the necessity 
of united action for its solution.” 

No authority attempts to put all 
of the tenant class under one tent. 
Because there are good, bad and 
indifferent tenants, just as there 
are good, bad and indifferent units 
in every walk of life. * 

Last year the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration surveyed tenants in 
Arkansas, Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi, concluded that 11 per cent 
were qualified with financial as- 
sistance to become farm owners at 
once, that 64 per cent might be de- 
veloped into owners under a super- 
vision program; that 25 per cent 
could never be expected to assume 
the responsibilities of ownership. 

Broadly, these figures are accept- 
ed by interested agencies as ac- 
curate data on classes within the 
tenant class. 

Many Owners’ Lot Also Precarious. 

Voluminous statistics have been 
published on:the “average” share- 
cropper’s low living standard. Both 
the statistics and his setting—fre- 
quently a one-room shack behind a 
broken-down fence—make him an 
appealing figure, lead easily to 
“slavery” references in discussions 
concerning him. But they do not 
tell the whole story of the farm 
tenancy system. 

Said the President’s special com- 
mission in its recent findings: 

“There are many tenants whose 
way of life is no more precarious 
or economically lower than the lot 
of the great’majority of owner- 
farmers—some tenants indeed have 
an advantage over owners but 
dened with debt.” 

And to this, J. D.: Daniels, farm 
management expert with the State 
Extension Service, long a student’ 
of tenancy,. adds: 

“What many do not understand 
is that the landlord, in many re- 
spects, is the slave of the tenant. 
When he takes a tenant on his 
place, he adopts him and his fam- 
ily and he becomes responsible for 
that family in season and out of 
season. 

“If the tenant’s cash income is 
low, it may be alse said that the 
individual farm owner’s income is 
not high.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Census 
Bureau figures show deaths by ac- 
cident in 1935 were fewer in the 
100,000 of population in New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island than in Arizona, Nevada, 
California, Wyoming, Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho, Wtah, Montana, Col- 
orado and New Mexico. 

In actual number of such deaths 
the East led the West by a long 
margin. New York had 9100 in 
1935. 

North Dakota wa. the_ safest 
place in the country with only 55.7 
persons in 100,000 killed in acci- 
dents. That State has been lowest 
in accidental deaths in nine of the 
last 10 years. 

In New York accidental deaths 
in the 100,000 totaled 70.7 witn falls 
accounting for 27.4 and motor acci- 
dents 22.6. In Pennsylvania the 
total was 72.2 with falls numbering 
25.5 and motor deaths 23.8. 

In Nevada 177.8 persons lost their 
livés in accidents for every 100,000

House Subcommittee Lists Six 
Revenue Law Changes Ten- 
tatively Agreed On.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—A Con- 

onal tax committee listed tax- 
ation of dividends from paid-up life 
insurance policies today as one of 
six new revenue law chahges upon 
which it had agreed tentatively. 

The alterations decided on were 
designed chiefly to plug “loopholes” 
in existing law or ‘simplify its ad- 
ministration, but Chairman Vinson 
(Dem.), Kentucky, of the House 
Ways and Means Subcommittee en- 
gaged on proposals for tax law re- 
vision, said the Government’s total 
revenue would be affected to some 
extent, though the committee had 
no exact estimates. 

A thange likely to cost the Treas- 
ury some revenue would permit 
business firms to deduct from tax- 
able income the cost of collecting 
sums included in their gross income 
which are collected outside the us-: 
ual course of their business. Vin- 
son explained this would apply to 
money recovered in litigation. All 
the recovery costs, including attor- 
ney’s fees, could be deducted, pro- 
vided they did not exceed 50 per 
cent of the amount recovered and 
included in gross income. 

The committee also agreed ten- 
tatively to recommend that. corpo- 
rations be permitted to deduct con- 
tributions for charity, religion, edu- 
cation and similar purposes, only in 
the year they are paid. Under ex- 
isting law, he said, these deductions 
are possible whenever a commit-

BAN ON ARMY 
AS OPPONENT 
ON GRIDIRON

™ CHICAGO, Dec. 4-—-The United 
State Military Academy was re- 
stored to the list of opponents eli- 
gible for competition with Western 
Conference. universities today, when 
the Big Ten faculty committee re- 
scinded the ban placed on the Ca- 
dets in 1932.

Only football relations with the 
Army are expected to develop be- 
cause West Point is too far re 
moved from Big Ten territory to 
make feasible competition in minor 
sports. Illinois and Ohio State are 
the only schools likely to schedule 
the Cadets. It will be impossible, 
however, to arrange footbali dates 
with the Army until 1940 or later 
because Big Ten schedules have 
been tentatively arranged until that 
time. Illinois, which sponsored the 
move for the Army’s reinstatement, 
however, may find a place on its 
card for the Cadets with whom the 
Illini wound up a two-game colorful 
series in 1934.

Insulating Material 
Tested in Presence of 
Persons Blindfolded 


“Blind-fold” tests were conducted 
recently in a sound-proofed room 
to prove the effectiveness of a new- 


ly-developed spray-on insulation 
used on the door and rear deck 
panels of the 1938 cars. 

De Soto engineers hung two doors 
of exactly the same construction 
from the ceiling of the room—side 
by side. One was treated with the 
ordinary type of sound-proofing ma- 
terial. The other was deadened 
with a new asphalt spray. L. M. 
Ball, De Soto insulation engineer, 
struck first one door, then the oth- 
er with a heavy hammer. Blind- 
folded spectators were asked to 
point to the “deadest” door. 

Tabulated results show that every 
person questioned pointed to the 
door treated with the new insulant 
as the least resonant of the two, 

Further tests were made utilizing 
an extremely sensitive cathode ray 
machine. These checks -revealed 
that the insulant was at least 15 
per cent more effective than the 
specially treated padding used be- 
fore and almost three times as ef- 
ficient as spray-on materials devel- 
oped heretofore.

“We reached the oasis around 6 
a.m. It was only a few deep wells 
in the middle of a lot of sand, and 
we left after getting a supply of 
water, We got to Damascus at 
noon, after averaging about 40 miles 
an hour driving time for the 600 
miles, 

“Just outside Baghdad, we en- 
countered a temperature of 130 de- 
grees in the shade, although in 
Baghdad itself it had been only 119 
degrees. On the desert the ther- 
mometer went above 100 degrees 
every day, while at. night it dropped 
to around 50 degrees. 

At one point in the journey the 
road, such as it was, wound up a 
steep mountainside on a grade of 
about 270 feet per mile, climbing 
from an elevation of 1992 feet to 
9800 feet in less than 35 miles.

to Solve Some of Them in New Book, © 
"Low to Live Without a Woman.'

N the authority of a couple of 
() resting agents who happened to 
"have a few unmarried males on 
their tenant lists and on the word 
of a few females who have had bad 
luck snaring a husband, a’ chap 
named Alexander Wright has come 
forward insisting that there are 
more arid more men marrying less 
and less these days. Whether Alex- 
ander really believes this is uncer- 
tain, but he has used it as an ex- 
cuse to write a handbook for bach- 
elors, entitled “How to Live With- 
out a Woman.” 

The book, published by Bobbs- 
Merrill Co., is designed primarily to 
tell the live-alone boys such things 
as how to escape a blonde on mar- 
riage bent, how to get breakfast 
with a minimum of muss and warn 
them against the dangers of saving 
empty bottles and old newspapers, 
but Wright finds plenty of oppor- 
tunity and pages to blame us girls 
for everything from the invention 
of the cream-cheese-and-jelly sand- 
wich to the manufacture of 
wrought-iron-and-old-lace ash trays. 

“Marriage at best,” says Wright, 
“is only seeing a little too much of 
someone you enjoy seeing a great 
deal, and the main objection to 
marriage and the family life is that 
they greatly limit what the male 
refers to as his freedom.” 

Wright admits that “the single 
life imposes its special problems,” 
such as, without a wife, who's go- 
ing to keep the laundry list? Can 
a bachelor cope with spring house- 
cleaning? In the Eveless Eden, 
who’s going to keep the dust off 
the Venetian blinds? 


The laundry list problem Wright 
solves easily; just don’t keep one. 
The Venetian blind problem also 
hag a simple solution; just keep the 
slats slanted outward and nobody 
can see the dirt. On spring house- 
cleaning, Wright has a whole chap- 
ter of helpful hints. 


“First off,” he suggests, “just how 
much housecleaning is necessary? 
Much depends on the answer, Win- 
dow curtains, for example; consider 
them, It is necessary that they be 
clean? The answer is no. With the 
exception of my friend Oscar Pipp, 
model bachelor housekeeper, no- 
body has the remotest idea wheth- 
er the curtains in his own or any- 
body’s house are clean or dirty. It’s 
part of the curtain’s nature to get 
dirty quietly ahd unobstrusively; 
even white curtains do no more 
than acquire a sort of parchment 
effect. And yet the ancient rituals 
of house cleaning, female style, re- 
quire that curtains be cleaned reg- 
ularly. Often enough the only rea- 
son is that they haven’t been 
cleaned for some time. 

“You must distinguish between 
honest dirt and-filth and I do not 
recommend the latter. But dirt 


has. been treated rather harshly. A: 


little bit won’t hurt you. And any 
that can’t be reached without 
stretching isn’t worth reaching. The 
important thing is where it is, not 
that it is.

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clean it off—if you use the shelf.

*One of the deeper pitfalls in the 
path of the single-liver is the risk 
he runs of softening from lack of 
supervision,” he points out. “When 
a bachelor comes to this he is po- 
litely referred to as having lost 
his sense of proportions. The re- 
ferrers may ‘mean that he is drink- 
ing too much, or that he has lost 
touch with the flow of life, or that 
his pants are never creased, or 
that he throws ashes on the rugs, 
or simply that he’s going to pot 
generally, like an Englishman in 
the tropics. 

“A few disciplinary measures, a 
little supervision, an occasional 
prod or kick is needed to put the 
iron into the soul. The married 
man may get too much. But the 
single man runs the risk of getting 
none at all. Lacking in-laws, lack- 
ing a wife, it behooves him to as- 
sume the responsibility himself. 

“One fellow I know makes a 
practice of scowling darkly at him- 
self in the mirror every morning. 
He then says to himself: ‘Well, I 
fee] like a good day’s work today.’

“MY WALLS have distemper,” a 
woman wailed ito me. She was 
exaggerating but nevertheless dark 
walls, the sort that aren’t delib- 
erately planned by a smart decora- 
tor, can present a difficult problem. 
Not many years ago many English 
type homes were built with darkish 
rough plaster walls. We don’t think 
the builders had the esthetic values 
so much in mind as the fact that 
such walls are extremely practical, 
never showing dirt or children’s 
finger marks.

Win- 
dows should be treated simply, yet 
colorfully. Try greens 
with pale rust, bright blues with 
deep dubonnet—in simply tailored 
draw-type draperies and with no 
giass curtains, of course.

ART WEXLER, unemployed for 
two months, had something to be 
thankful for today.

HE critical hat is doffed this 
week in the direction of Loew’s, 
where “Nothing Sacred,” a wild 
Technicolor comedy, has been tick- 
ling the customers since Thursday.

“Nothing Sacred” is slapstick 
farce, ndthing more, so far as Miss 
Loimbard and her co-star, Fredric 
March, are concerned. She is-a 
small-town girl exploited by a big 
New York newspaper, he a reporter 
who steers her about the city. The 
angie is this: Carole is supposed to 
be dying of radium poisoning and 
the paper is giving her a big joy 
ride, to thrill its readers. “Thirty- 
days-to-live” stuff, which always 
goes great in a tabloid. 

Since the lady is not going to die 
and admits this to the audience 
right away, the problem is one of 
keeping the information from March 
and his managing editor, Walter 
Connolly, and from the elaborately 
swindled public. March eventually 
is required to hand Miss Lombard 
a roundhouse punch in the jaw and 
she retaliates, on regaining con- 
sciousness, with a splendid hay- 
maker. 

Now, giving March due credit for 
keeping a straight face and playing 
as earnestly as ever, one has to 
admit the show is Miss Lombard’s, 
More than that, the willowy blonde 
establishes herself as the screen's 
No. 1 comic heroine. Whatever the 
other girls may be doing, Carole 
has marked off her territory. Her 
first claim filed at the time she did 
“Twentieth Century,” she made the 
necessary improvements for “My

Man Godfrey” and in “Nothing Sac- 
red” the title is legally hers. 

Any glamour girl who can ride a 
fire-truck with stringy hair hang- 
ing down, who can make love in 
a packing-box, who can storm up 
and down a hotel suite screaming 
and barefoot has exceptional abil- 
ity and assurance.

Give them 
something over which they can shed 
crocodile tears and they love it. 
“Nothing Sacred” is more than just 
a hoax, therefore, as he writes it. 
It’s very near to being a modern 
philosophy. 

Notable comedy work of Charles 
Winninger and Frank Fay goes 
with “Nothing Sacred” but the film 
is not entirely to the good. It has 
its share of stale ideas. And al- 
though it is entirely in Technicolor 
and offers some interesting New 
York tourist views, the office boys 
tell me the color is not as good as 
that in “Vogues of 1938.”
